To put the 
er plainly, will the money so urgently needed for the 
ri of our Poor be as readily forthcoming as its needs 
c nd? We wish we could speak positively and decisively, 
eclare that it will be. But it were folly to ignore what 
| pable on every hand, where nothing but timorausness 
wis and hesitancy holds sway. No wonder that the best 
ce’ hearts and the most yielding of pockets find them- 
: enslaved to the all-prevailing economic facts. It is 
0 this week that the Government, re-formed for the very 
e, has decided to introduce various means for diminishing 
jiture and for cutting off extravagance. Indeed, in its 
Proposals the Government has gone much further; for it has 
directions instituted economies in instances where, 
ii scntiment were alone to hold sway, much larger expenditure 
\ be confessedly at least justifiable. How, we would 
‘sk, in face of that, can the Community hope to gather in 
‘uns for such things as Poor relief, the easing of the ill condi- 
tions of others, and so forth? As we point out elsewhere, the 
duly todo so is bounden upon Jews in respect to fellow-Jews. 
ut if in other times, in days of prosperity and extrava- 
Bi co, some people will find excuse for their slackness in this 
Will not such an excuse now become general? To put 
tic question is to gain the answer. 

'¢ know of no way entirely out of the difficulty which con- 
fronts all our institutions in the crisis which has arisen. But 
that is no reason why we should not minimise the difficulty with 
“ich they will have to contend in the near future. And for that 
Durpose know of none easier of application and yet more

‘ot than what has before now been called the Co-ordination 
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of our Charities. Left without that means of gathering in the 


funds necessary for carrying them on, our institutions are 


likely to suffer and to fail. With the system génerally adopted, 


if they do not wholly succeed, they will not be ent irely defeated. 
Ilence, we deem this a most fitting moment to stress the que 


- 
tion and to ask those who are engaged in charitable endeavour 
to consider and reconsider the proposals they have rejected, 


with a view, in the altogether exception il circumstances that 


have aris n, to plan or scheme whe reby those who 
labour for Jewish Causes shall not be left in a position of 
rivairy, but shall become transformed into co-operation one 
with another. There are two points that ought not to be 
overlooked. One is that our plea is in respect. of Metropolitan 
Charities, and the other is that it is not by any means 
an untried method. As to. the latter point, there are 


several instances in which the -plan has succeeded. As to 


the former, the Metropolis contains more than half the 


Jewish population of this country, and ‘therefore, failure 
of its institutions to carry out their obligations would be 
serious indeed. It would reflect the: gravest discredit upon 


Anglo-Jewry and make it the laughing-stock-—to put it at its 
mildest-—of our non-Jewish fellows. 

Nor must it be forgotten that to some extent the principe 
of Co-ordination has, as it were, been conceded. Months ago, 
Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, as President of the United 
Synagogue, virtually undertook that a Committee of that body 
should formulate some definite plan and bring it into working 
order. What has become of the United Synacogue effort ? We 
have more than once urged that some explanation should be 
given of why Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD'S wise and prea tical promise 
has not been brought to fruition. The financial crisis in which 
Great Britain is involved mak’s if more than ever imperative 
that the Community. should know, one way or another, whether 
the United Synagogue is or is not doing anything in the matter. 
If it is, then the sooner the Community is made aware of the 
precise efforts made and the stiecess hitherto a complishe | by 
the United pynagogue, better. 


Jewry: 


Week by Week 


Monday next marks the chief religious day in the Jewish 
calendar of the year. For many a Jew, Yom Kippur forms the sole 
nexus between himself, his Faith and his race; it is the one thin 
thread which keeps him to the one or the other—thin, yet, as our 
history has proved,tough and vigorous. We are apt to sneer at and 
contemn the Yom Aippur Jew, the man whose more or less _ partial 
observance of the Day of Atonement is all that joins him ina 
religious bond to Judaism. But. he passes far above the one who 
has severed all ties with his creed and his people, and floate, 
throughout bis life, on the uncharted sea of eternal doubt, and 
with almost invariably constant shame at the ostracism he has 
inflicted upon himself—a wanderer across a never-ending desert, 
with nothing higher or betier than the material things of existence. 


And he has done something, albeit but little, to serve Judaism; 
for his one day observance is anyway a recognition of himself as a 
Jew and our common creed as a part of his inheritance. It is, too, 
a recognition of his obligations as a Jew, however little they 
may be observed, and hence a warning to those who wholly 
néglect and reject their patrimony of the House of Israel. But 
the day—the great religious festival—has a higher and a wider 
call. It is made to cach individual Jew to commune with his 
own soul, to examine his own spirit, to prune here and winnow 
there so that the future may ba better lived, more truly than has 
been the past, in accord with the will, as that revealed to us as the 
wish of the Almighty. And that does not refer, as is so often 
supposed, merely to the ceremonial and the ritual of Judaism. 
Perhaps to those least of all. The day with its strict, indeed rigid 
ceremonial, is designed rather to stimulate within us the ethical 
sense of Judaism and its especial relation, as a religious unity, to 
God—its obligations to Him, and the duty of every Jew to the Faith 
he professes. And that, repeated year after year, woven, so to say, 
into the Jewish religious system, has tended to preserve it and keep 
it alive, despite the assaults of ifs enemies from without, and the 
disloyalty of its own members from within. 


‘*Dancing Out Yom Kippuar.”’

Aria died with tragic suddenness last Thursday. while at the first night of 
“Grand Hotel” at the Adelphi, so passing away among the people and in 
the environment which had loved all her life. Mrs. Aria, who was 
born in 1561, was one of the -wittiest women in London, anditcan be said of 
her, as of Falstaff, that she was not only witty in herself but the cause 
that wit was in other people. She came of a very clever family. The 
daughter of an artist, she was the sister cf the late Owen Hall (James

Davis), the wéil-known dramatist, and of the late Mrs. Frankau, who, 
under the nom-de-guerre of * Frank Danby,” wrote Many succe ssful 
novels. Her nephew, Gilbert Frankau, carries on the literary tradition 


of the family in another generation. 

Mrs: Aria herself carly turned to journalism, and from 1890 until her 
death she wrote extensively on fashions and other subjects of interest tb 
women. Principally she was known for many years as the contributor 
of Mrs. A.’s Diary” in TRUTH, for Which she also wrote occasional 
articles on various topics. The late A. B. Walkley is credited with the 
remark that her style was “ not so much a language as an Arian heresy,” 
and she herself used gicefully to relate how George Moore told her that 
what she wrote was not English. 

There have been times (proceeds my contemporary), when those 
charged with sub-editing her copy in TRUTH Office have said even harsher 
things than that about her literary idiosyncrasies, but she was always 
given a free hand, since, whatever faults could be found with her writing, 
it never lacked the positive—and extremely rare—virtues of individuality 
and liveliness. And there were very few journalists, men or women, 
who could produce really good epigrams as casily and as abundantly as 
Mrs. Aria. 

sut ib is as a warm-hearted aud generous woman even more than as 
a writer that her friends, whose name is legion, will remember her. She 
had a great capacity for friendship, and this, coupled with her social gifts 
both as guest and hostess, made her welcome in any circle she cared to 
penctrate, especially the one of which she was fondest—the world of 
letters and the siage. She knew most of the leading writers, actors and 
actresses.of the last few decades, and Sir Henry Irving, to whose memory 
she was devoted, was her very great friend. She could look back on a 
full and happy life, spent in the social scene where she was very much at 
ease in Zion, and whose doings she recorded with such gaiety,; kindliness, 
and-charm. It is not without a final touch of irony that Mrs. Aria, the 
indefatigable chronicler of le monde ot l’on s’'amuse, should have had for 
the teacher of her girlhood days, the daughter of Karl Marx. 


The interment of the deceased lady was, I see, at the Cemetery of 
the * Liberal” Synagogue, of which she had been a member.

TH! ~ Atonement Day among Jews seems to me to encourage tbat 

notion. It seems to set on one side the souls of men and 
women away from the material entanglements of the soul, and 
endeavours to find means and methods and measures whereby 
the soul shall be cleansed of sin. The assumption here is that 
everyone who observes the Day of Atonement is necessarily a sinner, 
and therefore needs the purification of atonement. This theory if 
pursued would necessarily take us widely and deeply into many 
questions. Whatis sin? What is the sin for which the Jew would 
atone?’ What is the sin in respect to which year by vear he presents 
himself at the gate of repentance? Isit sin against God in accordance 
with His Divine decree, or is it sin against Godaccording tothe 
interpretation of Jewish Law and custom, often to Jewish Tradition ? 
To take it. for granted that we are all of us g6inners against 
God seems to me as unreasonable as it would be to assert 
that any one of us was a strict and abiding adherent. of all 
demanded of him by Judaism, its laws and ‘its’ traditions. 
so that when we flock, as we do by our thousands, on that 
one day of the year and present ourselves for the

that was instituted in Temple times, is it not as well that we 
should make up our minds of what we are repenting in our lives and 
for What we are invoking atonement, or at least what class of sin 
and what category of recalcitrance we shall decide to abjure in the 
future?

1° we want a glaring instance of this? We have it in the value 

that is set upon the sexual relations in these days and the 
gradual but sure depreciation that has set in of the Seventh 
Commandment. But a few years ago nothing was rarer than 
to find Jewish men and Jewish women committing abrogca- 
tions of this command. To-day it has come to be regarded 
as a mére manifestation of Freewill; and I know not how 
many excuses are readily found for those who go astray in illicit 
love or who know not how to differentiate between the love that is 
holy and pure, and that which is: merely venial and lustful. I 
doubt not that anyone guilty of neglect of the law which condemns 
adultery would spit or splutter at me as an obsolete mid-Victorian 
for so calling it and would, by way of self-defence, declare: “ Yes, it 
may be true; I stole my neighbour's wife, but | always played 
the game.” There is, however, yet another aspect of the 
whole theory of Atonement bound up as it is with the idea of death 
as the end of all, which, it occurs to me, Judaisin among all creeds 
neglects. For, somewhere in the elaborate ritual for Atonement 
Day we ask of the Almighty: What is man’? and point to our- 
selves. human beings, as but mere elements in the vast untellable 
volume of God's creation. When however we ask: What is man?

From Miss HANNAH F. COHEN, O.B.E. (President), 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Str,—The national emergency is in the mind of all of us, and 
the words “ways and means” have acquired for many a pressing 
significance in the private as well as the political sphere. Neverthe- 
less, I trust that the annual appeal of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
will meet with a response from your readers, and from any whom 
they can influence, cqual to and if possible even greater than that of 
former vears. The Board unfortunately suffers a reversal of the 
general economic law, and finds that its supplies tend to diminish 
as the demands upon it increase. 

Some may wonder why, in these days of State insurances and 
pensions, the need still persists to the samé extent for private 
charity. The answer is not far to seek. In the first place, even in 
the industrial class, there is a large proportion among the Jews who 
are not covered by insurance, because their talents, as well as 
possibly their failings, have inclined them to be traders and shop- 
keepers rather than wage-earners and artisans. In bad times, these 
suiall independent men are the first to suffer. Their very inde- 
pendence is now their undoing, and they are driven to seek relief 
from the Board. But these are not the only ones; few can have 
knowledge of the changing character of the applicants at our doors; 
not only the industrial class are seeking he’p to-day, but persons 
far higher in the social scale, persons whose former position and 
resources would have been thought such as to secure them and their 
families from the possibility of want. Help in these cases, to be 
effective, must be prompt and generous. Our invariable rule of 
secrecy is in some measure a handicap, for the publication of these 
sorrowful tales would be our best advertisement. | 

Most of your readers must be aware of the many activities which 
centre at the Board's offices in Middlesex Street, of the beneficent 
work of the loan and industrial departments as well as of the health 
and convalescence work for children and adults, quite apart from 
the vast organisation for relief. All these must be supported and 

naintained; but | would make this year a special appeal on behalf 
of those whose present plight is rendered more cruel by contrast 
With their former security, and whose misfortunes are heightetied 
by anxicty for the education and future of their children.

Last Sunday, the European Centre (London) of the Fellowship of 
Faiths held a “Jewish New Year Gathering” at the Guild House, 
Eccleston Square, when the distinguished American leader.

In business, the arts, 
the professions, philanthropy, citizenship and, above all, in the evolution of 
the spiritaal life of mankind, the race has contributed elements of strength, 
beauty and tolerance, which are the common heritage of all men. On the 
occasion of the happy Festival now being celebrated, I wish to extend my 
heartiest congratulations and most cordial good wishes.

Sermon for the Week.

Many explanations have been given of the title 
These are mostly concerned

which they Gesenius has a rather interesting 
suggestion, that the title: “ Ascents,’ refers to the structure of the 
Psalms themselves. He notes that in several of these Psalms the 
ideas mount to a kind of climax, by steps. A word or thought used 
at the close of one verse is taken up at the beginning of the next. 
Thus in Psalm cxxi., “I will lift up mine eyes unto the hills; from 
where will my help come? My help cometh from the Lord, who 
made Heaven and Earth.” The idea of help seems to him in 
these verses to link verse with verse. “The language advances

sentence is repeated at the beginning of the next, and is 
augmented with mew resources of phrase, and as it were, 


ascends.” But the Psalm we are considering is a Psalm of 
Ascents in a much more real sense than a mere stressing of words. 
The ideas mount gradually and steadily from the very abyss of 
penitence to the bright summits of hope. The Psalm begins as the 
prayer of a soul, penetrated by the consciousness of sin. It culm. 
nates in the peaceful expectance of one, who has tasted of God's 
forgiving mercy. It has this further expansion of idea, that from 
an: individual experience of the Divine mercy and forgiveness, it 
can proceed confidentially to an assurance to the community for 
their comfort from the same unfailing source.. “Out of the depthe, 
have I cried unto Thee © Lord.’ The suppliant is like a man, who 
has fallen into a deep pit far from human help, and who sends up a 


faint call, in the unlikely chance that he may vet be heard. If not 
his life must pay the penalty. Ft may be that the deep pit is some 
earthly sorrow or distress, that seems well nigh unbearable. But 


the context makes it clear that the Psalmist is thinking rather of 
the depths of sin, which have left the suppliant sick and giddy from 
his fall, and of the realisation of his sinfulness which has made him 
almost despair of the Divine help. Yet even from such depths, he 
‘will make his feeble voice heard. So Jeremtah exclaims in his 
Lamentations: “I called upon Thy name, © Lord, out of the lowest 
dungeon.” (Lam. 111.4 Our Psalmist, notwithstanding his peril, 
or indeed because of it, feels that God above will hear his prayer. 
“Lord hear my voice; let Thine ear be attentive to my supplica- 
tions.’ because of the very depths of my distress, hearken in 
mercy to my praver. 

“If Thou, Lord, should’st mark iniquities, O Lord, who shall 
stand’ ‘The very frailty of human nature suggests that the 
judginent of God must be tempered with mercy. If God marks 
indelibly the record of the sinner, or keeps alive for ever the wrath 
it has entailed, then man must indeed perish. Who could endure 
his lot, if there were no hope of escape from the depths of 
despair? “But there is forgiveness with Thee, that Thou mayest 
be feared.” Some have found it difficult to understand how fear 
should follow from the assurance that forgiveness may be found. 
It is well to remember in the first instance that “fear” in the 
Hébrew means rather reverence than dread. Bearing this in mind 
it is true to say that the sense of sin and the hope of forgiveness 
are the very foundations of religious fear. The man who knows, 
nothing about these depths of ithe human soul, and who 
has never cried to God from them, knows but little of religion 
whether it be of its sorrows orits joys. If God extended no forgive- 
ness to the sinner, he would in sheer despair be tempted tocontinue 
in his selfish ways and sink. to yet deeper depths of degradation. 
But, since God extends forgiveness to the sinner, he feels that there 
is hope for him. So he may lay aside his sins and become reconciled 
to his Maker. In that reconciliation he will acquire a new fear, a 
loving reverence for God, not a dread of wrath and punishment, 
~ I wait for the Lord, my soul doth wait and for His word do I hope.” 
One of the commentators, noting the repetition of the phrase, 
suggests that it conveys a hope of immortality: “1 wait, that in 
this world God may deliver me from bondage, whether of trouble or 
ofsin. My soul doth wait, for it knows that after death He will 
gather my soul unto Himself.” 

~ My soul waiteth for the Lord more than they that watch for 
the morning, than they who watch for the morning.” Here again 
the repetition is suggestive. The long night-watches, with the 
repeated hopes, of the day that yet shall break. “ Hoping and hoping 
again, time after time’ (Rashi). Those whose duty or whose love 


-have imposed on them this task of watching, as each weary hour

In the course of his Sermon on the First Day of the New Year, 
the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson. M.A., said that one of the foremost messages 
of that solemn period was the necessity for Jews to present a united 
front to the world. A Jew who lived for himself alone was not 
satisfving the ideal in Judaism; the cause of Jews all ovér the world 
There was a national, as well as a 
mystical, bond uniting their people. in whatever portion of the globe 
they might live, and it was imperative that that ideal of Jewish 
cohesion should loom large in the:r minds. Referring to the ques- 
tion of Palestine, Dr. Abelson said that while there was universal 
Jewish regret that their cherished plans had not yet reached maturity, 
it could nevertheless be taken for granted that their asnirations 
in that respect would come to fruition, provided all Jews could 
bring themselves to unite in the promotion of that great end. 
The preacher said that it was regrettable that so much of the joy 
that was inherent in Jewish life had departed. Religion inthe case 
of ancient Jewry was a reality, and no sacrifice was considered too 
great to make for it, but they were forgetting in these days the 
grandeur of their immortal teachings. Speaking of the present 
National emergency, Dr. Abelson said that they as citizens of Great 
Britain were being called upon to make tremendous sacrifices. They 
were being asked by the leaders of the country to contribute a 
larger sum than ever before, in order to meet the national diffi- 
culties. As Jews, they had been accustomed to self-denial through- 
out their history, and he felt certain that as citizens they would not 
be behind their Gentile fellow-citizens, in helping to the best of 
their ability to tide over the present crisis.

Questioned by a solicitor, who represented the family, Sir Bernard Spils- 
bury sail that he ruled out the probability of an accident in this case, 
but he did not rule out the possibility of one. The Coroner, in addressing 
the jury, said that there was a tendency in these days for women to try 
and stop pregnancy, and it should be known that the method adopted in 
this case was a dangerous one. “It is indeed a tragedy,” observed the 
Coroner, “for a woman to lose her life in an effort to stop pregnancy.”

The stock markets have a brighter appearance. This apples 
almost entirely, however. to home securities. There has been a 
good recovery in British Government stocks on the return of con- 
fidence in the monetary position of this country. Home industrial 
issues are receiving rather more attention, notably iron and stecls. 
Prices have been advanced for most shares, and brokers report a 
little more support. ‘The improvement in iron and steels is directly 
attributed to the possibility of tariffs being imposed: on foreign 
imports into this country. Apart from the home stocks, markets 
are still unsatisfactory. All the international securities are heavily 
cold from the Continent and New York. - Financial stringency is 
apparent at many centres in Europe. There is free selling of 
securitics from Amsterdam, Berlin and Paris, so that prices for such 
shares as Swedish Match, Royal Dutch, Unilever, Rio Tinto, De 
Beers and many such sharés, popular on the Continent, are moving 
in a downward direction. Acute uncertainty prevails regarding the 
position in New York. Business in America appears to be particu- 
larly poor. Big financial houses are forced to realise securities, 
despite the very low level of prices at which they stand in the 
market. A fairly general opinion exists on this side that still lower 
prices for American securities will be witnessed, This is unsatis- 
factory news for those who hastily sold British stecks a few weeks 


ago and invested their money overseas. 
Conserving Resources. 

As a result of difttcult business conditions and rapidly falling 
prices, Selfridge ,Provinctal Stores Limited report a decline of £40,650 
to £248,505 in the trading profit of the constituent undertakings.
